ABSUED PROPOSAL 


One of the curious features of the 


New York bluff for tbo reconciliation 
of the Republican and Progressive pur- 
ties Is the fact that It IB physically.im- 
possible to carry it out. The New York 
Republican convention shall revise the 
rules of the Republican party HO as to 
permit each state to elect its delegates 
under its own lawa and to apportion 
these delegates, not In proportion to 
the whole population, but to tho Re- 
publican vote, at tho same time saving 
the party principle that tho Individual 
district and not the state shall be the 
unit of election. 


There are two physical impossibili- 


ties "in this. One Is that if tho state 
law is to be paramount in the manner 
of electing delegates no party commit- 
tee can have the authprltjMq,eet. aside 
that law. It is Impossible to'guarantee 
that all the rules of all the parilee 
ehall.be the earno. or that the rule of 
any party shall remain the same from 
year to year. It is also impossible to 
guarantee thai tiia Jaws of ail the 
states shall be alike. It is therefore im- 


which shall always conform 16 all tha 
rules of all the parties er^ry year, and 
it Is Impossible for any party to enact 
rules which will be sure >to conform to 
the rules of al! the other parties and 
to the laws of all the states. 
If the 


tarty.rule la paramount to state law, 
every party every year will find Itself 
repealing the laws of sonic of the 
states, and every state at every elec- 
tion will find some of Us laws repealed 
by some parti'. The only rulo which 
will -not break down In operation Is 
thus to allow each state to enact its 
own laws as to tho choice of delegates 
as It always has-done to the choice of 
doctors, and then to have nil the parties 
accept tho delegates from each state 
on whatever terms of .election are re- 
quired by the laws of that state. 


.The other physical, impossibility Is 


the attempt to. apportion delegates In 
accordance with the party vote and 
' ullll •enforce'the"dlstrlct system. States 


are divided Into districts in proportion 
to their population and not in propor- 
tion to the vote of any party. Conse- 
quently 1C .tho_ convention delegations 
are apportioned by party vote Uiu uum- 
Ijer of.'deifejratcs from each stnto will 
Almost -never 'correspond to the num- 
ber of districts In that state. sJomt 
states will have.many more delegates 
than they have districts., and other 
states will have many more districts 
than they have 
delegates, 
and 
in 


neither case is one number likely to be 
an even multiple of the other. One state, 
with thirteen districts will have five 
delegates;"another state with nine dis- 
tricts will have seventeen delegates. 
There Is no possible way of apportion- 
ing tbeso delegates and these districts 
to each other so as to permit the dele- 
' gates to be elected by separate dis- 
tricts. The only_ method mathematical- 
ly possible is to assign on'o delegate to 
each district irrespective of Its party 
•vote and then to assign additional del- 
egates to the districts casting the larg- 
er party votes. U would be Impossible 
even by this method to make the ap- 
portionment at all accurate, and even 
a remote approach to accuracy would 
require a convention of such enormous 
membership that it would bo physical- 
ly Impossible for U to transact its 
business If It ever succeeded In 
cemblinff. 


Of course, still another absurdity In 


tho New Yor^yla^js that it is pro- 
-posed-to-merge-^he Republican and 
T'rogresulve parties by an agreement 
In which tho Progressive party shall 
not -join.-The Republican parly 
will 


agree with itself that tho Progressives 
shall do certain things. This motion is 
a mental absurdity and the terms on 
which It^is proposed to be carried out 
are physical and mathematical impos- 
sibilities. The-men who. propose them 
ore not foolish enough to think that 
they can be carried out. In fact, car- 
rying them out is exactly 
tho 
lost 


thing which they contemplate. Tho 
whole thing la a bluff based upon the 
assumption that tho people can 
bo 


bunkoed Into not understanding 'it. If 
there were to be any merger between 
t he Progressive and Republican parties 
it would Lave to bo on quite other

SAYS RATES SHOULD 


BEMAOEH;OHER 


Howard Elliott Has Solution 


for Difficulties of 


BOSTON. SepL 30.—A short route 


to the resoratlon of public confidence 
In the railroads of the country would 
be furnished-by-a-positlve declaration 
by federal and state commissions that 
rates may'be advanced. In the opinion 
of Howard Elliott, new president of the 
New York, New lluven and Hartford 
Railroad. Mr. EHIoU made this state- 
ment tonight in an address before the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
-"The policy of tho government—na- 
tional and state—In the last twenty- 
five years," ho said, "seems to have 
been to decide rate questions In tho 
great majority of cases In such a way 
that 'rates rarely .were advanced and 
generally \verc reduced, and to Intro- 
duce rules, regulations and methods 
that increased expense. 
If the rates 


continue to decline, or. even remain on 
tho present level, and If expenses are In- 
creased by higher wages and costs of 
materials and by the Introduction of 
different, appliances and facilities far 
more rapidly than the roads can obtain 
money, then there is but one result for 
aomo of the..railroads of the United 
States—bankruptcy. 
I ' believe.' the 


commissioners—who have such great 
power—realize their responsibility to 
tho owners of. the properties as well 
us to the users, and 1 hope earnestly 
that they will give practical evidence 
of their realization by permitting some 
advances In rates. 


"Should the commissioners—federal 
and state—make a positive declaration 
that rates may be advanced so as to 
lermit thn properties to meet all of 
,helr obligations, pay a fair return to 
stockholders and leave a balance for 
Improvements, that -will do much for 
the entire country. Such a declaration 
would inspire confidence and give to 
existing securities a --bettor stundlnft 
than they now have both here and In 
Europe; and help to market tho new. 
securities on an Interest bas's more 
favorable than is now possible because 
of tha uneasiness In the minds of in- 
vestors about the future net earnings 
of the railroads."

represents the Rubicon, Caesar does 
not aay anything- about having1 cross- 
ed tho Rubicon In his "Commentaries," 
and they seem to contain 
In 
detail 


everything else regarding his move- 
ments. No ono seems to know the pr- 
Iffin of tha crossing, .for the river that 
la now generally supposed to be the 
Rubicon lies in an opposite direction 
in the Italian -Peninsula, from 
the 


point where Caesar left his own pos- 
sessions and entered Italy. 


Caesar's passage of ihc Rubicon 1a 


apparently one. of-tho many peculiar 
myths of history that ore attributed 
to the 
absence 
ot 
authorities to 


chronicle tho events of the time and 
tho work of a host 
of- story-tellers 


who simply related Imaginary things, 
And even if he did cross this stream 
with his army, it required no special 
display of skill, for the present Rubi- 
con, 
so-called, is one 
of 
Ibn most 


harmless little streams in all Italy. 


About ten miles from Arinum, and 


twice that distance from Ravenna, the 
frontier of Italy is traced by the sup- 
posed Rubicon. This little red river, 
with the drainage of the peat raossoa 
from which It descends, derived its 
name from its color. It Is formed by 
tho union of three mountain torrents 
end Is nearly dry In tho summer, like 


side of the Appenlnes. In the month 
of November the wirftcr floods might 
presentji barrier m°.fe worthy of the 
imp'ortarit pboition which It once oc- 
cupied., but the northern frontier ot 
Italy had long been secure from In- 
vasion and, besides, the channel was 
Hpanned by a bridge of considerable 
dimensions.

Caesar's one ureat object 
was' the 


conquest of Romo. He tried In every 
way to circumvent the rivalry ot Pom- 
pey. He had agents and partisans~in 
Rome who acted for him and in his 
name. 
He sent Immense 
suma 
or 


money to these men to be employed In 
such ways as would most tend to ob- 
tain the favor of t"e people. 


Pompey had hecn tha Idol, of 
the 


people. But there svas comine a turn 
in tho affairs. The struggle at Rome 
between the partisans of Caesar and. 
Pompey grew more and more violent 
and alarming-.

he

told that ho mtmt

command of his nrmy, come to Rome, 
and present himself as n candidate in 
the character of u private citizen.

figr. olive and walnut crops were the 
only crops normal or above that point 
this year In California, according to 
figures announced today at the office 
:>f the state horticultural commission. 
The estimates were made from returns 
iubmitted to the commission by county 
Horticulturists. 


The uprlcot crop in some sections 
was exceedingly poor .but in other 
'ountirs it was above normal.-so that 
the general average will make this 
year's crop about SO per cent as large 
as last year. 


The grape output, including raisin, 


wine and table grapes, was approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of normal, while the 
icach crop" is within 10 per cent as 
urge as that of 1912. Plums and cher- 
ries did not come up to last year by 
about 10 per cent, although In some 
sections a figure above normal is re- 
corded. 


The prune product is 95 per cent of 


normal,' while predictions for apples, 
the crop not yet having been har- 
•estcd. arc optimistic. 


Despite the shortage In practically 


all the deciduous fruit crops, the re- 
turns were equal to last year, growers 
reporting better prices for their "pro- 
ducts. 


The drouth throughout the state fn- 


erfered with hay and grain crops, 
cutting them down to SO per cent of 
normal.

"On the whole," a supplementary 
statement pays, "the financial returns 
from deciduous horticultural crops this 
year will not he below last year, de- 
spite the unfavorable weather experi- 
enced." .
